Hor-Aha is understood to have been the first king of the 1st Dynasty, and 
the name he took means ‘Fighting Hawk’, indicating his Upper Egyptian 
origin and rule. Hor-Aha’s greatest acheivement was the founding of the 
capital city at Memphis, south of the apex of the Delta; Herodotus records 
that he dammed the Nile just south of the future site of the city, in order 

to divert it so he could build on the reclaimed land (Book 2, 99). For more

is the earliest historical record from Egypt and 
shows the victorious king wearing the White 
Crown on one side, and the Red Crown on the 
other, indicating his lordship over both lands.

This exceptional tunic is an extraordinary survival. Formed from three 
pieces of pleated linen (each sleeve and half the bodice were made of 
a single piece of linen, which was sewn on top of the skirt, leaving a 
V-shaped opening for the neck), the garment is decorated with fringe 
along the left-side of the v-neck opening, and the long side of the tunic. 
Assembled by loose sewing along the joins, the pleated design was 
achieved by folding the moistened linen lengthwise, then widthwise, 
before being further folded and gathered along wooden planks. 


This rare tunic joins a small corpus of other known examples of the type (a 
largely complete, pleated, sleeved tunic with V-neck). Two were excavated 


at Gebelein, south of Luxor, by Schiaperelli (now in Turin, acc. nos 
S.7932/4 and /5); the Fine Arts Museum in Boston holds four examples, 
discovered at Naga-ed-Deir by Reisner (acc. no. 34.56, 13.3966A-C); 


another was found in Assiut by Chassinat and Palanque, and is now in the 


Louvre, Paris (acc. no. E 12026); at Deshasha, Petrie is thought to have 
discovered nine examples in a woman's tomb, of which only two survive 
(Petrie Museum, UC.31182 & UC.31183); and, lastly, the upper portion 
of a tunic of the type was found by Petrie in 1913 in a tomb from Tarkhan 


dated to the 5th Dynasty (Petrie Museum, UC.28614B1). The Boston and 


Petrie examples preserve crease marks perspiration stains, proving that 
these garments were worn during the owner's lifetime. 


Linen was by far the most popular material for clothing for both 
men and women in ancient Egypt, although wool was undoubtedly 
worn as well, according to the season. The production of linen, 
comprising planting, harvesting, and weaving, is recorded on 
numerous tomb reliefs. When used for daily wear, as with this 
example, linen was rarely dyed, and the warm brown colour of the 
present lot is its original colour, though darkened with age. 


Ahmed Bey Kamal, who excavated on behalf of Sayed Pasha 
Khashaba, an Egyptian merchant and collector, records the 
discovery of several tunics in his excavation report of Meir in 1912 
(ASAE 13, 1914, pp. 171-172 and p. 176): “Objects collected in 
different looted tombs previously...two canvas shirts (fig. 21); a 
pretty wooden bedside table (fi g. 22), bearing a hollow inscription 
on the base enhanced with blue; the column is fluted. With this 
monument we picked up a complete piece of canvas, fringed on 
one side, and two shirts also in canvas, folded like the koresha 
nowadays”, “At 1 m. 30 cents. distance from this drawing, are dug 
into the rock two tombs which have been violated since antiquity, 
but in the northern one we collected some rotten boards from a 
coffin (...) then a complete piece of canvas measuring 9 m. 90 
cents. length over 1 m. 27 cents. wide, folded and fringed with a 
single side; it is in good conservation. It was a kind of shawl that 
covered the mummy, which shortly crumbled into dust after the 
discovery. Under the head of this mummy we picked up two shirts 
folded like the koresha of our days; the folds are well preserved; 
length 1 m. 30 cents. including sleeves, width 1 m. 30 cents. The 
sleeves are folded and basted”. Though it is impossible to be sure 
if this tunic is in fact one of those mentioned above, the tunic in fig. 
21 is strikingly similar to the present lot, and the length of those 
mentioned later also correspond.

There are over 30 known snake deities in the ancient Egyptian religion, 
attesting to the fascination, fear and reverence they inspired. Though 
snakes posed a potentially lethal threat, both to man and livestock, 
they could also be considered protective and, ultimately, powerful. The 
snake contained dualities in the Egyptian imagination; the cobra was 
revered as the sacred uraeus, divine protector of the pharaoh, while 
Apep was a monstrous serpent, or golden snake, who was the foe of 
the sun god, Ra. Nehebkau, the snake god who first appears in the 
Pyramid Texts, epitomises this contrast with his development from 

an evil spirit to a formidable protective deity. For more on snakes in 
Egyptian mythology, see P. Germond, An Egyptian Bestiary, London, 
2001, p. 177-178. 


Gustave Jéquier, the renowned Swiss Egyptologist, studied under 
Gaston Maspero in Paris. Amongst his many achievements he 
discovered the 13th Dynasty pyramid of Khendjer and was the author 
of many Egyptian architecture reference books.

Amenhotep Il, sixth king of the 18th Dynasty, succeeded his father, 
Thutmose Ill, and reigned around 30 years. In this relatively short 
tenure, Amenhotep concluded military campaigns in Syria-Palestine 
and Nubia, confirming Egypt’s hegemony over both, and embarked 
upon an ambitious building project on the Nile. He was buried in Tomb 
35 of the Valley of the Kings at Thebes and, unusually, his mummy 
was discovered still resting in its original sarcophagus. This portrait, 
though fragmentary, can be fairly certainly identified as the pharaoh, on 
account of his distinctive curving, flaring cosmetic lines, full cheeks and 
squarish chin (see P. Der Manuelian’s entry in the exhibition catalogue 
listed above). Interestingly, as Der Manuelian notes, ‘despite the heavy 
losses, the face seems to smile, a rather rare feature in portraits of 
Amenhotep II’ (p.13). Most of the surviving portraits of Amenhotep 

are thought to have derived from the Theban area, and so this portrait 
likely once ‘graced a seated or standing statue in a temple court or 
sanctuary, perhaps at Karnak or at Amenhotep’s mortuary temple, on 
the west bank of Thebes’ (ibid).

This impressive talatat relief is a fascinating record of the removal of 
Kiya, Akhenaten’s secondary wife, from official inscriptions in favour of 
the daughters of Nefertiti; in this case, Meritaten. Kiya, possible mother 
of Tutankhamun, enjoyed a special prominence at the royal court, 

as demonstrated by her unique title, ‘Greatly Beloved Wife’, and her 
depiction at the same scale as Akhenaten in royal reliefs (see R.E. Freed, 
Y.J. Markowitz and S.H. D’Auria, Pharaohs of the Sun, Akhenaten, 
Nefertiti, Tutankhamun, Boston, 1999, p.92). Thought to have died after 
year 11 of Akhenaten’s reign, she appears to have declined from favour 
prior to her demise, perhaps in a coup engineered by a jealous Nefertiti, 
who subsequently rose to co-regent status and surely presided over the 
defacement of Kiya’s public record. 


A talatat was a standardised building block, measuring approximately 
24x24x54cms, which was introduced under Akhenaten with the aim 

of making construction more efficient. Originally, the three columns 

of hieroglyphs on the right gave Kiya’s names and titles. These were 
reworked during Akhenaten’s reign and now give the name of Meritaten, 
but as Meritaten’s name and titles only utilised two columns, the third 
column was erased, likely by filling it with plaster. The head of Kiya is 
also visible, wearing her distinctive Nubian wig; an extended section has 
been added to the back of the head, turning the wig into a sidelock, and 
thereby transforming the depiction into that of the royal princess.

Originally of turquoise glaze, with light yellow inlays, this impressive figure 
depicts the lion-headed goddess wearing a bronze uraeus, holding a 
wedjat sceptre and seated on an intricate throne. Between the base of the 
throne and the integral base are a Nubian and an Asiatic bound captive in 
high relief; their upper bodies flank the goddess’s feet. The square sides 
of the richly decorated throne are embellished with upright snakes, a 
seated deity, and lion-headed deities, representing the Egyptian decans 
(see Brandl & Friedrich Quack, ibid., for a full description of this unusual 
iconography). Most importantly, the back of the throne preserves two 
cartouches above four enemy heads: a Son of Ra cartouche, the nomen 
of Takelot, and a King’s Wife cartouche, for Betjet. The partially preserved 
inscription on the left side of the plinth reads: ‘[...] the prophetess of 

Mut and King’s Daughter Irti-Bastet to be living’; the partially preserved 
inscription on the right side reads: ‘[...] Bastet, mistress of life who causes 
the prophetess of Mut Irti-Bastet to be healthy and living’.

This striking bronze and wood ibis is a remarkable survival. The eyes 
are rendered in inlaid obsidian, and the tail and legs are naturalistically 
depicted with incised detailing of the skin, claws and webbing. Shown 
striding, it is of a far rarer type than the more commonly found sitting 
or squatting variety.

Previous X-ray analysis reveals the contents of the wood body as 
containing the mummified remains of a bird, presumably an ibis with its 
head bent back on its body.

Similarly, the legs are 
shown to join and form a v-shape inside the body, then extend into a tang. 


The ibis was considered to be the living manifestation of the god Thoth. 
During the Late Period the animal cult of the ibis became widespread 
in Egypt, and models of ibises were found in temples, shrines and 
mummified ibis catacombs.

Titus Flavius Vespasianus was emperor of Rome between A.D. 79- 
81, and was the first Roman emperor to inherit the role through the 
death of his father, Vespasian. Born in A.D. 39, Titus was a successful 
military general known for his triumphs in Judaea during the first 
Jewish-Roman war and for sacking the Second Temple in Jerusalem, 
for which he was awarded a Triumphal Arch back in Rome. 


Though his reign was short, Titus oversaw two of the largest natural 
disasters of the Roman Empire, the eruption of Mount Vesuvius in A.D. 
79 and the fire of Rome in A.D. 80. Titus personally contributed to the 
relief efforts of both disasters and appointed ex-consuls to oversee 
the recovery of both regions. Shortly before his death, Titus oversaw 
the completion of the Colosseum which held 100 days of games 
when it was opened to the public. He died of a fever while en route to 
the Sabine territories and was succeeded and deified by his younger 
brother, Domitian. 


Porphyry, the stone used to carve this portrait head, was prized by 
emperors and the Imperial family for its purple hue and reputation for 
being difficult to carve and polish. Most Imperial porphyry came from 
the same quarry in Egypt, in the Eastern Desert, and use of this quarry 
was restricted by the emperor, which in turn added to its rarity.

Following Part | in December, Bonhams are pleased to present Part II of the 
sale of the Bijnsdorp collection, comprising 136 lots. In the preface to the 
catalogue of his collection, Fascinating Fragility, Nico Bijnsdorp talks about 
his fascination for glass as a material, which then turned into a passion for 
collecting ancient glass after seeing his first pieces during a visit to TEFAF 
Maastricht in the mid-1990s. Glass is indeed the most fragile of man-made 
materials for which a whole new technology was developed in antiquity. In the 
intervening quarter of a century since Nico’s collecting bug took hold he has 
assembled a remarkable collection of 418 pieces, acquired with an informed 
eye to reflect the range of glass available to our forebears. 


The breadth of forms, manufacturing techniques and colours are amply 
represented in Nico Bijnsdorp’s collection of ancient glass, which for years 
have been beautifully displayed in his home in the Netherlands, very much a 
part of his everyday life.

The Amenhotep named here was ‘one of the most important and 
respected men ever to live in ancient Egypt’ (The Luxor Museum of 
Ancient Egyptian Art, Catalogue, American Research Center in Egypt, 
1979, p. 90). An official of Amenhotep Ill, Amenhotep, also known as 
Huy, was a wiseman, official, scribe, priest and healer who, after he 
died, become one of only a few historical non-royal Egyptians to be 
deified, being worshipped as a god of healing. 


In fact, such was his reputation and status during his lifetime that 
Amenhotep was permitted to construct his funerary temple next to that 
of Amenhotep Ill, an exceptional privilege, as it was the only non-royal 
cult temple built among the royal monuments. His tomb became a 

site of pilgrimage, though it has not yet been identified. Amenhotep is 
also know to us from surviving statues of him as a scribe, held at the 
Egyptian Museum in Cairo (JE 38368/CG 42127 and JE44861) and 
Luxor Museum (no. J. 4). This funerary cone must have come from the 
facade of his tomb chapel; see N. de G. Davies & M.F.L. Macadam, A 
Corpus of Inscribed Egyptian Funerary Cones, Oxford, 1957, no. 10.

These extraordinary inlays, striking for their vibrant colour and intricate 
details, are formed in opaque yellow, red, white and translucent blue, 
green and pink glass, and are cut in the form of the lower part of a 
cartouche. 


These rare heads may represent the Agathos Daimon, a serpentine 
deity originally attested in the Classical Greek religion who became 
popular from the Ptolemaic Period onwards as the tutelary deity 
(special protector) of Alexandria. The Agathos Daimon also served as 
a household god, conferring protection of the home in which he was 
worshipped. The Agathos Daimon was also associated with fecundity 
and abundance: this daimon was closely identified with Serapis, the 
male counterpart of Isis-Thermouthis (a Hellenized form of the snake 
harvest god Renenutet).

24. WINE 

Lots which are lying under Bond and those liable to VAT may not be 
available for immediate collection. 

Examining the wines 

It is occasionally possible to provide a pre-Sale tasting for larger 
parcels (as defined below). This is generally limited to more recent and 
everyday drinking wines. Please contact the department for details. 

It is not our policy to inspect every unopened case. In the case of wines 
older than 20 years the boxes will usually have been opened and levels 
and appearance noted in the Catalogue where necessary. You should 
make proper allowance for variations in ullage levels and conditions of 
corks, capsules and labels. 

Corks and Ullages 

Ullage refers to the space between the base of the cork and the wine. 
Ullage levels for Bordeaux shaped bottles are only normally noted 
when below the neck and for Burgundy, Alsace, German and Cognac 
shaped bottles when greater than 4 centimetres (cm). Acceptable 
ullage levels increase with age; generally acceptable levels are as 
follows: 

Under 15 years old — into neck or less than 4cm 

15 to 30 years old - top shoulder (ts) or up to 5cm 

Over 30 years old — high shoulder (hs) or up to 6cm 

It should be noted that ullages may change between publication 

of the Catalogue and the Sale and that corks may fail as a result of 
transporting the wine.

DEFINITIONS AND GLOSSARY 

Where these Definitions and Glossary are incorporated, the following 
words and phrases used have (unless the context otherwise requires) 
the meanings given to them below. The Glossary is to assist you to 
understand words and phrases which have a specific legal meaning 
with which you may not be familiar. 

LIST OF DEFINITIONS 

“Account” the bank account of Bonhams into which all sums received 
in respect of the Purchase Price of any Lot will be paid. 

“Additional Premium” a premium, calculated in accordance with 

the Notice to Bidders, to cover Bonhams’ Expenses relating to the 
payment of royalties under the Artist's Resale Right Regulations 2006, 
as amended, which is payable by the Buyer to Bonhams on any Lot 
marked [AR] which sells for a Hammer Price which together with the 
Buyer's Premium (but excluding any VAT) equals or exceeds 1000 
pounds. 

“Auctioneer” the representative of Bonhams conducting 

the Sale. 

“Bidder” Any person considering, attempting or making a Bid, 
including those who have completed a Bidding Form. 

“Bidding Form” our Bidding Registration Form, our Absentee Bidding 
Form or our Telephone Bidding Form. 

“Bonhams” Bonhams 1793 Limited or its successors or assigns. 
Bonhams is also referred to in the Buyer's Agreement, the Conditions 
of Business and the Notice to Bidders by the words “we”, “us” and 
“our”. 

“Book” a printed Book offered for Sale at a specialist Book Sale. 
“Business” includes any trade, Business and profession. 

“Buyer” the person to whom a Lot is knocked down by the 
Auctioneer. The Buyer is also referred to in the Contract for Sale and 
the Buyer's Agreement by the words “you” and “your”. 

“Buyer’s Agreement” the contract entered into by Bonhams with the 
Buyer (see Appendix 2 in the Catalogue).

Sale the Lot corresponds. 

“Description” any statement or representation in any way descriptive 
of the Lot, including any statement or representation relating to its 
authorship, attribution, condition, provenance, authenticity, style, 
period, age, suitability, quality, origin, value, estimated selling price 
(including the Hammer Price). 

“Entry” a written statement in the Catalogue identifying the Lot and its 
Lot number which may contain a Description and illustration(s) relating 
to the Lot. 

“Estimate” a statement of our opinion of the range within which the 
hammer is likely to fall. 

“Expenses” charges and Expenses paid or payable by Bonhams 

in respect of the Lot including legal Expenses, banking charges and 
Expenses incurred as a result of an electronic transfer of money, 
charges and Expenses for loss and damage cover, insurance, 
Catalogue and other reproductions and illustrations, any customs 
duties, advertising, packing or shipping costs, reproductions rights’

“Forgery” an imitation intended by the maker or any other person to 
deceive as to authorship, attribution, origin, authenticity, style, date, 
age, period, provenance, culture, source or composition, which at the 
date of the Sale had a value materially less than it would have had if the 
Lot had not been such an imitation, and which is not stated to be such 
an imitation in any description of the Lot. A Lot will not be a Forgery by 
reason of any damage to, and/or restoration and/ or modification work 
(including repainting or over painting) having been carried out on the 
Lot, where that damage, 

restoration or modification work (as the case may be) does not 
substantially affect the identity of the Lot as one conforming to the 
Description of the Lot. 

“Guarantee” the obligation undertaken personally by Bonhams to the 
Buyer in respect of any Forgery and, in the case of specialist Stamp 
Sales and/or specialist Book Sales, a Lot made up of a Stamp or 
Stamps or a Book or Books as set out in the Buyer's Agreement. 
“Hammer Price” the price in the currency in which the Sale is 
conducted at which a Lot is knocked down by the Auctioneer. 

“Loss and Damage Warranty” means the warranty described in 
paragraph 8.2 of the Conditions of Business. 

“Loss and Damage Warranty Fee” means the fee described in 
paragraph 8.2.3 of the Conditions of Business.

“VAT” value added tax at the prevailing rate at the date of the Sale in 

the United Kingdom. 

“Website” Bonhams Website at www.bonhams.com 

“Withdrawal Notice” the Seller's written notice to Bonhams revoking 

Bonhams’ instructions to sell a Lot. 

“Without Reserve” where there is no minimum price at which a Lot 

may be sold (whether at auction or by private treaty). 

GLOSSARY 

The following expressions have specific legal meanings with which you 

may not be familiar. The following glossary is intended to give you an 

understanding of those expressions but is not intended to limit their 
legal meanings: 

“artist's resale right”: the right of the creator of a work of art to receive 

a payment on Sales of that work subsequent to the original Sale of 

that work by the creator of it as set out in the Artist's Resale Right 

Regulations 2006, as amended. 

“bailee”: a person to whom goods are entrusted. 

“indemnity”: an obligation to put the person who has the benefit 

of the indemnity in the same position in which he would have been, 

had the circumstances giving rise to the indemnity not arisen and the 

expression “indemnify” is construed accordingly. 

“interpleader proceedings”: proceedings in the Courts to determine 

ownership or rights over a Lot. 

“knocked down”: when a Lot is sold to a Bidder, indicated by the fall 

of the hammer at the Sale. 

“lien”: a right for the person who has possession of the Lot to retain 

possession of it. 

“risk”: the possibility that a Lot may be lost, damaged, destroyed, 

stolen, or deteriorate in condition or value. 

“title”: the legal and equitable right to the ownership of a Lot. 

“tort”: a legal wrong done to someone to whom the wrong doer has 

a duty of care. 

“warranty”: a legal assurance or promise, upon which the person to 

whom the warranty was given has the right to rely. 

SALE OF GOODS ACT 1979 

The following is an extract from the Sale of Goods Act 1979: 

“Section 12 Implied terms about title, etc 

(1) In a contract of sale, other than one to which subsection (3) below 
applies, there is an implied term on the part of the seller that in the 
case of a sale he has a right to sell the goods, and in the case of 
an agreement to sell he will have such a right at the time when the 
property is to pass. 

(2) In a contract of sale, other than one to which subsection (3) below 
applies, there is also an implied term that- 

(a) the goods are free, and will remain free until the time 
when the property is to pass, from any charge or 
encumbrance not disclosed or known to the buyer 
before the contract is made, and 

(b) the buyer will enjoy quiet possession of the goods 
except in so far as it may be disturbed by the owner or 
other person entitled to the benefit of any charge or 
encumbrance so disclosed or known. 

(8) This subsection applies to a contract of sale in the case of which 
there appears from the contract or is to be inferred from its 
circumstances an intention that the seller should transfer only such 
title as he or a third person may have. 


(4) In a contract to which subsection (3) above applies there is an 
implied term that all charges or encumbrances known to the seller 
and not known to the buyer have been disclosed to the buyer 
before the contract is made. 

(5) In a contract to which subsection (3) above applies there is also an 
implied term that none of the following will disturb the buyer's quiet 
possession of the goods, namely: 

(a) the seller; 

(b) in a case where the parties to the contract intend 
that the seller should transfer only such title as a third 
person may have, that person; 

(c) anyone claiming through or under the seller or that third 
person otherwise than under a charge or encumbrance 
disclosed or known to the buyer before the contract is 
made. 

(5A) As regards England and Wales and Northern Ireland, the term 
implied by subsection (1) above is a condition and the terms 
implied by subsections (2), (4) and (5) above are warranties.”
